The of- 
ficers making the report 
were C. N. Dhority and H. 
H. Blessing. 

Wording of Report 

The report reads: 

"The expired was riding 
in motorcade with wife and 
Gov. John Connally and his 
wife. Witnesses heard gun- 
shot and saw expired slump 
forward. 

"More shots were heard 
and the expired fell into his 
wife's lap. Gov. Connally waa 
also shot at this time. 

"Car in which they wera 
riding was escorted to Park- 
land Hospital by Dallas po- 
lice officers." 

The report ends with the 
notation that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, W M, 24, was arrested 
by Lt. E. L. Cunningham and 
Ofc. M. N. McDonald. Th« 
charge: murder. 
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
